CELEBRATION. 

Irs 22nd ANNIVERSARYY. 
PERRY H. CARSON OVERWHELMINGLY 
DEFEATED FOR CHIEF MARSHALL. 
HE ENDORSES THE BEE AND LEAVES 
THE MEETING DISGUSTED. 


A large and enthusiastic meeting of the 
colored citizens was held at the Armory 
of Co. B. Capitol City Guards, on last 
Wednesday evening. There were repre- 
sentatives from every district and orgab- 


ization ia the city. It was apperent from 
the beginning that the young men would 
triumph. The meeting was called to ord- 
ec by Mr. John W- Freeman, who favors 
the snecess of the young men. Several 
nominations were made for the chairman- 
ship of the convention, but Mr. George 
W. Stewart, a member of the young men’s 
party waselected, almost unanimously, 
chairman. Mr. Fred. Dyson, one of the 
prominent young men ofthe young men’s 
party, was more than successful in geting 
the Eastern section represented. When 
the time arrived for the election ofa chief 


Marshall. Mr. Carson, who was a candi- 
date was defeated by Mr. G. L. Joy. Mr. 


Carson got very excited and declared in 
an angry voicethat he was disgusted 
and that he never witnessed such a dis 
graceful meeting, and it is true. he said, 
what the BEE said, that the mob was unfit 
to govere. The fact is that this was not 
a mob meeting, and Mr.Carson was wrong 
when he made the declaration.

Citizens 
who have never heretofore taken fart in 
these celebrations, have declared them 
selves highly in faver of coming out in 
this next celebration. and i is pelieved 
this will be the grandest celebration of 
the freedom ofthe negroes ever held in 
the District of Columbia.

Louis 
VIL, of France, was refused absolution 
unless he shaved, but this threat was not 
executed. Pope Honorius Ll. in the 
thirteenth century allowed his beard to 
grow to conceal a facial tumor, and 
the men of Europe threw aside their 
razors with a sigh of relief. For 
two or three’ centuries there. 
after beards were general. All the he- 
roes, military and otherwise, of those 
times wore fuli beards. Louis XIIL. of 
France and Philip V. of Spain were de- 
nied a beard by nature, and on the ac- 
cession of these two monarchs razors 
came in fashion again. Francis L. of 
France taxed ‘the beards of priests, and 
the college of Sorbonne in 1561 decided 
that beards and sacerdotalism were in- 
consistent. In Henry the Fourth’s time 
beards were worn in many different styles. 
Still more were popular in Elizabeth's 
reign, when the «Mfferent Social ranks 
were each denoted by a peculiar fashion 
of the beard, There was the forked, the 
dagger, the mushroom, and the crescent, 
and several equally odd shapes given to 
the beard just before the Stuarts ascended 
the throne. The beard of that day is to 
be scen in the Vandyke pictures—a mus. 
tache and imperial, both small and lend- 
ing an air of high-born distinction to the 
wearer.

Tired Birds, 

Many-of our birds fly several thousand 
miles every autumn, passing not only over 
Florida, where they might tind perpetual 
summer, but over the Gulf and far beyond 
into the great summer land of the Ama- 
zon, after a short stay, returning again to 
the north,some penetrating to the extreme 
shores of the Actic seas. How the small 
birds fly so great distances is almost in- 
comprehensible, but | have secu many of 
our small feathered friends on the little 
Key of Tortugas, two hundred miles or 
more from Cape Florida, the jumping off 
place of the United States. Great flocks 
of them would alight upon the walls of 
the fort, especially during storms, evi- 
dently thoroughly tired; but the next day 
they were up and away off over the great 
stretch of the Gulf and the Caribbean Sea. 

Numbers of the English birds and many 
from Northern Europe make yearly voy- 
ages down into the African continent,and 
careful observers state that they have seen 
the great storks so common in Germany, 
moving along high in the air, bearing on 
their broad backs numbers of small birds 
that had taken free passage or were, per- 
haps, stealing a ride. In these wonderful 
migrations many birds are blown out to 
sea and lost, while others become so 
fatsgued and worn out that they will 
alight upon boats. A New England fish- 
ermvan, who in the autumn follows his 
calling fourteen or fifteen miles out from 
shore, informed me that nearly every day 
he had four or five small birds as com- 
panions. They had wandered off from 
shore, or were flying across the great bay 
on the lower coast of Maine, and had 
dropped down to rest. One day the 
same fisherman fell asleep while holding 
his line, and upon suddenly opening his 
eyes there sat a little bird on his hand, 
(lemurely cocking its head this way and 
that, as (if wondering whether he 
was an old wreck or piece of drift-wood.
